As a result of the Military Conferences held in the City of 
Richmond, Va., on the 16th of December, 1887, and on the 
13th of January, 1888, the accredited representatives from the 
following Camps, viz : Pickett-Buchanan Camp, of Norfolk, 
Va., Stonewall Camp, of Portsmouth, Va., A. P. Hill Camp, 
of Petersburg, Va., and R. E. Lee, No. 1, of Richmond, Va.', 
met in R. E. Lee Camp Hall, Richmond, Va., on the 13th day 
of February, 1888. An organization was effected, and Orders 
and Regulations adopted for the government of the Grand 
Camp C. V., as reported by the Military Conference of the 
13th of January, 1888, and regular officers elected to serve 
until the next annual meeting, to be held on the second Tues- 
day in May, 1888. 

John R. Cooke elected Grand Commander. 

Four Camps reported on Roster. 



1888, May 8th— First regular annual meeting was held at 
Lee Camp Hall, Richmond, Va.

The seventh annual meeting of the Grand Camp Confederate 
Veterans, Department of Va., was held in Sarepta Hall, at Alex- 
andria, Va., on Wednesday the 6th day of June, 1894, at 12 M.

The meeting was opened with prayer by Rev. P P. Phillips, 

of R. E. Lee Camp, No. -2, Confederate Veterans. 

An address of welcome was then delivered by Comrade K. 
Kemper, of R, E. Lee Camp, No. 2, Confederate Veterans. 

Grand Commander Smith made a brief acknowledgement, 
after which the welcome was formally responded to by Com- 
rade James N. Stubbs, of Page-Puller Camp, Confederate 
Veterans, of Gloucester Courthouse, Va. 

The following Committee on Credentials was appointed : 
Comrades G. Wm. Ramsay, Charles, Pickett, Wm. Kean. 
After careful examination, the Committee reported fourteen 
Camps, represented by thirty-three Delegates present. 

The minutes of the last annual meeting, held at Portsmouth, 
Va., on the 14th and 15th days of June, 1893, were read and 
approved. 

The annual dues were then collected by the Quarter-Master 
General. 

Grand Commander Hugh R. Smith, then read his annual 
report, as follows : 

Comrades : 

We are again assembled in annual session to confer 
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together in the interest of the objects for which we were 
organized. 

Since our last annual meeting one new Camp has been 
added to our Roster, and two applications furnished to new 
Camps, which I hope will materialize in a few days. 

The Grand Camp is now composed of the following Camps : 
R, E. Lee, No. 1, Richmond, Va. ; Maury, Fredericksburg, 
Va. ; Pickett-Buchanan, Norfolk, Va. ; Stonewall, Portsmouth, 
Va. ; R. E. Lee, No. 2, Alexandria, Va, ; A. P. Hill, Peters- 
burg, Va. ; Clinton-Hatcher, Leesburg, Va. ; Garland-Rodes, 
Lynchburg, Va.; R, E. Lee, No. 8, Hampton, Va, ; Urcpihart- 
Gillette, Courtland, Va, : John R, Cooke, West Point, Va. ; 
Wm. Watts, Roanoke, Va. ; John Bowie Strange, Charlottes- 
ville, Va. ; Pierre-Gibson, Culpeper, Va. ; Callcote-Wrenn, 
Isle of Wight Courthouse, Va, ; Ewell, Prince William, Va. ; 
J. E. B. Stuart, No. 1, Ream's Station, Va. ; Thornton-Pickett, 
Earmville, Va, ; Stover, Strasburg, Va. ; J. A. Early, Rocky

Continued efforts have been made to induce outside Camps 
to unite with the Grand Camp, and in this connection, I will 
say, that George E. Pickett Camp was notified of the action of 
the Grand Camp, taken at its meeting in Portsmouth last year, 
and I made them a personal visit, and urged them to recon- 
sider their action in withdrawing from the Grand Camp, but 
up to this time we have heard nothing from them on the sub- 
ject. 

The interest in the Grand Camp is on the increase, and 
several of our Camps have reorganized recently, who were 
heretofore dormant, with the prospect of making live and 
active Camps in future. 

There are several Camps, in the Grand Camp, that have no 
Charters, and I would urge upon such Camps to apply for and 
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secure a Charter from the Grand Camp, which, in a legal 
point of view, relieves personal responsibility, while, at the 
same time, it invests each Camp with much more interest, not 
only to the members, but also to its vicinage. 

Several new Camps of Sons of Veterans have been formed 
on a firm business basis, officered by our best vounff men, and 
the interest in them, is growing rapidly. 

A number ot Ladies' Auxiliary Camps have been formed 
in connection with Camps ■ attached to this Grand Camp, 
notably one here in Alexandria, and I hope the good work 
will go steadily on, for it adds greatly to the strength of every 
Camp to have one. 

It is with very sincere regret that I have to report the death 
of our Inspector-General, Charles Syer, which occurred in 
December last. He was indeed a good and true comrade, ever 
devoted to the welfare of the Confederate Soldier, and par- 
ticularly interested in advancing the interests of tins Grand 
Camp. May his gallant spirit rest in peace, " under the shade 
of the tree," in full communion with our great commanders 
and comrades that have gone before. 1 rilled the vacancy 
occasioned by his death, by appointing Comrade K. R. Griffin, 
of Stonewall Camp, Portsmouth, Va., Inspector-General for 
the unexpired term, who accepted the position and entered 
upon the discharge of the duties. 

Since our last meeting we have also been called upon to 
mourn the death of that grand old Veteran, General Jubal A. 
Early. It was my privilege to attend his funeral at his home 
in Lynchburg, on which occasion there was a large outpouring 
of the people, thereby demonstrating the high esteem in which 
he was held. 

On the 30th of May, 1894, in the city of Richmond,, the 
ceremonies incident to the unveiling of the Private Soldiers' 
and Sailors' Monument, were held, and it must have rejoiced 
the heart of every Veteran of this Grand Camp to see such a 
large attendance of its members on that occasion. I desire to 
express my own satisfaction and appreciation, and to thank 
the various Camps, through their representatives, for respond- 
ing in such large numbers, and also for their conduct and 
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bearing at that time, both as to attractive formation and on 
the march — it is such gatherings as these which bring us all 
closer together, and creates interest and enthusiasm. 

A number of committees were appointed on various sub- 
jects, at our last meeting, and we hope they are all ready to 
report at this session. 

I would again urge upon the various Camps the importance 
of the prompt payment of their annual dues — the per capita 
tax is small, and unless we collect it all, the current expenses 
of the Grand Camp cannot be paid. I would also urge prompt 
responses to all reports requested. 

In conclusion, I trust that we may have a profitable and har- 
monious session.

Wednesday, -June 6th, 1894, 4 P. M. 

The Grand Commander called the Grand Camp to order. 

The Committee on publishing a school history for use in our 
public and private schools, reported through Col. James iN\ 
Stubbs, Chairman, that they would make a report at 10 A. M. 
to-morrow. 

The Committee to procure a badge or button, reported 
through Col.G. Wm. Ramsay, that they would make a report 
later. 

The Committee on Sons of Veterans reported through Col. 
James M. Garnett, that they would make a report to-morrow 
morning. On motion Col. T. P. Pollard was added to that 
committee. 
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Col. James 1ST. Stubbs, one of the the Delegates to the last 
meeting of the United Confederate Veterans, held at Birming- 
ham, Ala., April 25th and 26th, 1894, appointed by this Grand 
Camp at its last annual meeting, made a verbal report of the 
action of the Delegates at said meeting, and the presentation 
of their credentials, and of the non-acceptance of same by the 
United Confederate Veterans Association, and then offered 
the following resolution, which was adopted: 

Whereas, It is reported that the United Confederate Veteran's Associa- 
tion, at Birmingham, tailed to recognize our Delegates from this Grand 
Camp, therefore, 

Resolved, That the Grand Camp of Virginia make a direct application to 
the United Confederate Veteran's Association for membership, and that the 
initiation fee he forwarded and the per capita tax be paid on the basis of 
the meeting of the members of the last Grand Camp preceding the payment 
of the tax. 

Col. T. S. Garnett, Chairman of the Committee to revise 
the Constitution and By-Laws of this Grand Camp, appointed 
at the last annual meeting, made the following report, through 
Col. E. M. Henry : 

Noefolk, Va., June 5th, 1894- 

To Col. Hugh II. Smitli, Grand Commander of the 

Grand Camp Confederate Veterans, Department of Virginia: 

Ghaxd Oojocatsder: Your Committee, appointed at the last annual meet- 
ing of the Grand Camp, on the subject of the revision of the Constitution 
and By-Laws of the Grand Camp, beg leave to submit the following report : 

The Charter of Incorporation granted by the General Assembly of Vir- 
ginia, is found in Acts of Assembly, 1889-90, page 87, and is entitled "An 
Act to incorporate the Grand Camp of Confederate Veterans, Department 
of Virginia," approved January 20th, 1890, and gives this Association the 
usual powers of a body corporate. 

We find on examination of the records of the Grand Camp thai no Con- 
stitution or By-Laws by that name have ever been adopted by the Grand 
Camp, but that, shortly after its organization, certain articles, under the 
name and style of "Orders and Regulations of the Grand Camp," were 
adopted, and have been in force for its government since the 2d day of Janu- 
ary, 1888. Copy thereof is herewith filed as a part of this report. 

These consist of nine several articles, which seem to answer ad the practi- 
cal needs of the Grand Cam]), and stand in the place of a more formal and 
regular constitution. 

Your Committee have examined each article, and though we believe that 
fuller expression might be given to the objects and general purposes of our 
Association, yet we see little necessity for any material change. 
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We would, however, for the sake of greater clearness and certainty, re- 
commend the following : 

Article III, Membership, Section!. The. membership of the Grand Camp 
shall be as follows: The Department Commander and his Staff, together 
with the Delegates from the several Camps composing the department, in 
the ratio of one to the hundred, or fraction thereof, of the active members of 
each Camp— all Past Commanders of the Department and Camps, and all 
Commanders of Camps, or in the absence of such Commanders, the senior 
officer of such Camp present. 

The last sentence of Article III, Section 1, to remain as printed in the 
" Orders and Regulations " above mentioned. 

Second. In Article V, Section 4, the words " Second Tuesday in May in 
each year," should be omitted. 

They are unnecessary, for the reason that the time for the meeting of the 
Grand Camp is annually fixed by the Grand Commander, and usually 
occurs later than the second Tuesday in May. 

The newly elected officers should enter upon their duties, as provided by 
this section, immediately upon the adjournment of the Grand Camp. 

Third. In Article VI, Section 5, at the end of the first line thereof, the 
words " Grand Commander and the " should be inserted. It is evident from 
Section 6 of Article VI, that the Grand Commander is one of the Advisory 
Council, yet he is not mentioned in Section 5 as one of its members. 

With these unimportant changes, we submit that the present printed form 
of " Orders and Regulations" will suffice for the present needs of the < irand 
Camp.

The Committee appointed at the last annual meeting to 
prepare a report on the ceremonies incident to the reinter- 
ment of the remains of President Jefferson Davis, in Eich- 
mond, Va., on May 30th, 1893, submitted the following : 

Norfolk, Va., June 5th, 1894.. 
To the Grand Camp Confederate Veterans, Department of Virginia : 

Your Committee, to whom was referred the annual report of the 
Grand Commander, at the meeting held in June, 1893, at Portsmouth, Va*, 



having been continued for further report concerning the ceremonies attend- 
ant upon the reinterment of the remains of his Excellency Jefferson Davis, 
late President of the Confederate States of America, have the honor to add 
to their report, heretofore filed, the following : 

General Thomas A. Brander, Grand Commander of the Department of 
'Virginia, in anticipation of the desire of the Grand Camp to participate in 
the interesting ceremony of the reinterment of the remains of President 
Davis, at Richmond, Va., on the 31st May, 1893, issued appropriate orders, 
under which the column of Confederate Veterans in the several Camps of 
this Department were formed in attendance upon the solemn obsequies of 
the day. 

By order of the Grand Commander, the several Camps then present, or 
represented in Richmond, were formed in two brigades, the first composed 
as follows : 

First Brigade, under command of T. S. Garnett: R. E. Lee Camp, No. 1, 
Commander Thomas Pollard, and others. 

Second Brigade, under command of Micajah Woods : A. P. Hill Camp, 
Commander W. Gordon McCabe. and others. 

The following is a just tribute to the Veterans of this Department who 
marched in the funeral procession to the grave of President Davis at Holly- 
wood : 

" The veteran wing of the splendid column, if it so may be designated, 
formed one of the most imposing features of the parade. Hundreds of old 
soldiers wearing the Confederate Gray, helped to make up this division, 
and although a quarter of a century has passed away since they have sniffed 
the smoke of battle, it -was easy to see that they have lost none of their 
martial spirit. Some have become feeble and bent with the lapse of time, 
many have seen their hairs grow white as the years roll by, while still 
more are almost prepared to answer the final roll-call ; but none have lost 
their love and admiration for the great soldier whose memory they honored. 
" It was pleasing, yet almost pathetic, to single out the aged warriors in the 
line, and note the animation and respect which marked their features. 
Many wore the uniforms which had clothed them in battle and warmed 
them by their camp fires, while several even carried the tattered banners 
that once had fluttered midst the din of war." 

Your Committee deem it proper that the Grand Commander's report of 
this event be noted upon our records, that we may commemorate with pride 
and satisfaction the great occasion, along with all others in which the Grand 
Camp does honor to the heroes of the past.

• The Committee appointed on Sons of Confederate Veterans respectfully 
reiterates the recommendation contained in the circular letter of the Grand 
Commander, dated July 15th, 1893, and in accordance therewith, urges upon 
the Commanders of Camps the formation of Camps of Sons of Veterans in 
connection with their respective Camps, and the adoption of such measures 
as shall draw together more closely the Camps of Sons of Veterans and of 
Confederate Veterans. They would also urge that the Sons of Veterans 
unite with Confederate Veterans on all public occasions, and take part in 
processions and other exercises. As far as the Committee is informed, 
Camps of Sons of Veterans have been formed in Fredericksburg, Charlottes- 
ville, Petersburg, Alexandria, Winchester, Portsmouth and Richmond — 
Fredericksburg having taken the lead of other cities in having formed two 
such Camps. These Camps are, so far, very few in comparison with the 
number of Camps of Confederate Veterans in the State, and there seems to 
be a wide held for active exertion on the part of Commanders of Camps. It 
is therefore hoped that the recommendation made a year ago will be speed- 
ily acted upon, and that many new Camps of Sons of Veterans may be re- 
ported at the next annual meeting of this Grand Camp.

Col. James JS r . Stubbs, Chairman of the Committee on pub- 
lishing " A School History for use in our Public and Private 
Schools," made the following report : 

Alexandria, Va., June 7th, 1894. 
To Grand Commander of the Grand Camp of Virginia: 
{ Since the meeting of the Grand Camp of Virginia, in Portsmouth, the 

United Confederate Veterans Association has held its session in Birmingham, 
Ala., on April 25th and 26th, 1894. 

At this meeting the Committee on History made a report, which was 
unanimously adopted. 

At the meeting of this Grand Camp, in Portsmouth, it was decided for 
the Committee of this Camp and the Committee of the United Confederate 
Veterans Association, to work in concert, and co-operate as far as possible 
with it. 

Your Committee now refers this Grand Camp to the report of the History 
Committee of the United Confederate Veterans with marked pleasure, and 
endorses said report, and hope it will be read by every veteran, as far as 
possible, the weighty truths contained therein be taught and impressed upon 
the minds of the rising generation. 

This Grand Camp must legislate now specially for our jurisdiction, and to 
that end your Committee report that they are reliably informed that the 
State Board of Education has made contracts with the publishers of certain 
histories to furnish to Virginia two histories for her schools for the next four 
years, and these contracts were made before the meeting of the United Con- 
federate Veterans, at Birmingham, when certain histories were named as 
suitable histories for our Southern Schools. 

Now, by and with the consent of the contracting parties only, can any 
histories be added to the list. Now, therefore, your Committee recommends 
. the adoption of the following resolutions : 
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1st. Resolved, That the State Board of Education be requested to add to 
the list of histories to be used in our schools in Virginia the following : 
Chambers' History and Shinn's History. 

2d. That a Committee of three be appointed to present this matter to the 
School Board of Education, and urge the Board to comply with the request 
of this Camp, provided the contracting parties agree to the addition. 

Again, your Committee cannot be too emphatic in urging upon this Grand 
Camp the all-important question of having published a history of the Con- 
federate War, its causes and consequences. This history to have the days 
of 1861-'65 plainly, but truthfully recorded. 

Now is the time to see that the true story is written while the old vete- 
rans are alive. Your Committee recommends the following : 

Resolved, That the History Committee of this Grand Camp consult with 
the History Committee of the United Confederate Veterans Association, 
and take such steps as may be best to have such a history of the Confede- 
rate War published. 

In conclusion, your Committee believe the work of having a suitable his- 
tory for our schools is progressing smoothly and well ; that in the near 
future historians will have accomplished the desire of Confederate Veterans 
in having suitable histories for our schools. Let the work go on, 'tis the 
work now of the Grand Camp of Virginia, a work not to be accomplished 
In a day or or a year, but a work that will take time and means to complete. 

It must be done. The South has made a history — it will, it shall, it must 
be written.

ance and loyalty to a rightful cause, to which we gave our fortunes, our 
blood and our lives. 

On motion of Comrade i). A. Brown, Jr., a vote of thanks 
was tendered R. K. Lee Camp, No. 2, Confederate Veterans, 
the press, and to the citizens of Alexandria, for their un- 
bounded hospitality and the many courtesies extended this 
Grand Camp. Unanimously adopted. 

Grand Commander Hugh It. Smith returned his sincere 
thanks to the Grand Camp, all of its officers, and to each Sub- 
ordinate Camp, and its officers and members, for their uniform 
kindness to him during his administration. 

Comrade Bernard moved that it is the sense of this Grand 
Camp that the individual members be requested to contribute 
to the records of each Camp their recollections of the struggle, 
by papers, addresses and other documents.

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Orders and Regulations of Grand Camp, 

[Adopted January 13th, 1888, with Amendments now in Force.] 



Article I. — Title. 
Grand Camp Confederate Veterans, Department of Virginia. 

Article II, — Object. 

To aid and assist all worthy Confederates who are indigent and in distress, 
and to encourage the formation of new Camps as a means thereto. 

Aeticle 1 1 1 . — Mem her ship. 

Section 1. Department Commander and Staff-representatives from Camps 
composing the Department, in the ratio of one to fifty or fraction thereof, 
if not less than thirty ; all Past Commanders of the Department and Camps, 
and all Commanders of Camps, or, in the absence of Commanders of Camps, 
the senior oflicer of such Camp present. The Staff of the Commander shall 
be an Adjutant-General, Inspector-General, Quartermaster-General, Surgeon- 
General, Chaplain-General, and two Aids-de-Camp, none of whom shall 
have a vote in the Grand Camp by virtue of their positions merely as staff 
officers. 

Sec. 2. Election for representatives to Grand Camp shall take place at the 
regular meeting of each Camp next preceding the annual meeting of the 
Grand Camp. 

Article IV. — Meetings. 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Grand Camp shall be held at such 
place as may be directed by the Grand Camp, and at such a time as the 
Grand Commander may order. 

. Sec. 2. Special meetings may be convened by order of the Grand Com- 
mander, or at the request of the majority of the Camps composing the 
Grand Camp. 

Article Y.— Officers. 

Section 1. The officers of the Grand Camp shall be a Grand Commander, 
First-Lieutenant Grand Commander, Second-Lieutenant Grand Commander, 
Third-Lieutenant Grand Commander, an Adjutant-General, Inspector-Gen- 
eral, Quartermaster-General, Surgeon-General, and Chaplain-General. 

Sec. 2. All members of the Grand Camp, or of any of the Camps compos- 
ing it, shall be eligible to any office in the Grand Camp-. 
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Sec. 3. Grand Camp officers shall be elected by the Grand Camp, except 
the Adjutant-General and two Aides-de-Camp, who shall be appointed by 
the Department Commander, and hold office at his pleasure. 

Sec. 4. The officers thus elected and appointed shall enter upon their 
duties, upon the adjournment of the annual meeting, on the first day of July 
in each year, and hold for one year, or till relieved by their successors. 

Article VI. — Duties of Officers. 

Section 1. The Grand Commander shall preside at the meetings of the 
Grand Camp ; decide all questions that may arise during intervals of Grand 
Camp meetings, subject to appeal to the Grand Camp ; approve all requisi- 
tions properly drawn on the Quartermaster-General ; shall study the interest 
of the Department generally, with a view to bring about the best results in 
furtherance of the object for which the Camps are confederated ; shall be 
entitled to present his views in person or by writing to the Department. 

Sec. 2. The Adjutant-General shall keep the minutes of the Grand Camp ; 
draw all orders on the Quartermaster-General authorized by the Grand 
Camp ; keep a file of all official papers ; make out once each year a return 
of the Camps, and perform such other duties as may be necessary pertain- 
ing to his office under Department orders. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Inspector-General, under the direction 
of the Grand Commander, to institute Camps, to inspect and report to the 
Grand Camp the condition of the Camps, and perform such other duties as 
may be required by the Grand Commander, 

Sec. 4. The Quartermaster-General /'shall have custody of all funds and 
property of the Grand Canrp i jindpay all duly authorized orders drawn on 
him by the Adjutant-General, "countersigned by the Grand Commander; 
keep a record of his transactions, and make annually a report to the Grand 
Commander, to be laid before the Grand Camp. 

Sec. 5. There shall be an Advisory Council composed of the Grand Com- 
mander and the Commanders of the Camps, which shall meet subject to 
the call of the Department Commander whenever, in his judgment, business 
of sufficient importance may justify its convening. They shall act for the 
Grand Camp in the interval between annual sessions. 

Sec. 6. They shall audit the accounts and examine books of different offi- 
cers, and make report to the Grand Camp. Three members shall be a quo- 
rum to, transact business, and shall be presided over by Grand Commander 
When present. When called together, Camp Commander may be. repre- 
sented by the next in rank to himself in his Camp, should he be unable to 
attend. 

Sec. 7. All other officers shall perform the usual duties of their several 
offices, and such other duties as may be ordered by the Grand Commander. 

Sec. 8. All disbursing officers must give bond in sums to be fixed by Grand 
Camp.
